Gen. Chas. H. Grosvenor, of Athens 


county, O., was the speaker at a Re- 
publican meeting held last nMit at 
the opera house. Gen. Grosvenor lias 
acquired a certain amount of fame as 
a "confidence promoter," and lie was 
brought here to revive, if possible, 
the drooping spirits of Scioto county 
Republicans.

friends. 
He had a line crowd, the 


opera house being comfortably filled 
but tlio General himself was at fault! 
There was something wrong with 
him. That old-time fire and enthusi- 
asm and rattling eloquence that was 
wont to arouse his audiences into out 
bursts of applause in (3ays gone by 
was gone. Instead there was a weary 
doubtfulness about the speech that 
communicated itself to the audience 
and made it restless and uneasy. Ap- 
plause was as scarce as a bnow ball in 
June, and the audience was visibly 
disappointed 
in Gen. 
Grosvcnor's 
effort. 


The truth of the matter is that 


Gen. Orosvenor has the right of his 
life on his hands over in his own dis-; 
trict. Democrats have nominated a 
miner boy from down near Pomeroy 
and that miner has been stirrim* 
things up in Grosvenor's district as 
they never ha PC been before. 
Over 


in the district enthusiastic Democrats 
claim that Grosvenor is surely de- 
feated. This has somewhat shaken 
the "conndenee man's" faith in him-' 
self and has taken the ginger out of 
his speeches. 


Gen. 
Grosvenor devoted liimsnlf to 


giving a labored explanation of how 
much better times were now than 
four years ago. 
Then he said 
the 


factories and the workshops and the 
mines were closed and millions of idle 
men were starving. Now, heclairued, 
all the factories and workshops arid 
mines were in operation, the work- 
ing men were all employed and at 
better wages than ever. This was 
the gist of his speech, and he said it 
was all due to a protective tariff. 
Gen. 
Grosvenor harped upon thisaub- 


ject in the face of the strikes of fac- 
tory 
men and miners all over the 


country against reduction of wages. 
He must have taken his audience for 
foois, to thiQK they hud forgotten the 
recent bloody scenes in Virden, Illi- 
nois, the strikes of the Massachusetts 
weavers and cotton mill workers, etc 
Nay, more! Right over in Gen. 
Grosvenor's own district men and 
women are starving to death and 
the whole state stands aghast at the 
story of starvation, as told in the 
newspapers of the day. 


Gen. Grosevnor did not say much 


about the war. 
He admitted that he 


bad been opposed to it, but said he 
was moving as fast as the adminis- 
tration. He gave a bitter slap to 
Senator FcraKer by saying that some 
of his ^Republican 
friends 
moved 


faster than the administration, and 
when they did that they ought to^et 
out of the party and start a party of 
their own. It will be remembered 
that Senator Foraker spoke for Cuba 
and urged the President to take 
action months before he did.

venor's remark OP this score caused 
Foraker men to look at each other in 
amazement. 


Altogether, Grosvenor's speech fell 


Hat. 
He did not do himself justice 


and he disappointed his audience and 
his friends. 
He spoke for about an 


hour and a half. 
The meeting was 


presided over by Hon. A. T. Hoi- 
comb. 
Gen. Grcsvenor held a recep- 


tion at the Garfield club and was 
escorted to the opera house by mem- 
bers of the club and the Excelsior 
band. 
The latter played several se- 


lections on the stage and were warmly 
applauded.

ing were not quite so modest as those 
selected 
for the Morgan-Malsbary 


meeting. There were probably fifteen 
of them on the stage and Theodore 
Doty did not repeat his great "coax- 
ing act."
